A group of 14 census takers 
will start Apr. 1 in Andover on a 
house to house canvass to obtain 
information for Uncle Sam. 


The enumerators will be operat- 
ing under Arthur E. McCabe of 
Porter rd,, district supervisor, with 
Thomas A. Welch, crew leader, in 


direct charge of the Andover op- 
erations. 


The questions they will ask are 
standardized, There will be no 
snoopers to ask questions not 
authorized by the government. 

Each enumerator will carry cre- 
dentials and the public is urged to 
insist upon seeing them before in- 
viting anyone into the house. 


There are about 45 basic ques- 
tions in the 1950 population cen- 
sus but of these only eight will 
be asked about all individuals, 

Census reports, by law, can be 
used for statistical purposes only. 
Enumerators are subject to 
heavy fine and imprisonment for 
betraying confidence. 

It may also be noted that failure 

answer questions asked by a 
census taker may lead toa charge 
for which a person will be liable 
to a fine of $100 or 60 days’ im- 
prisonment.

It may save time to know the 
questions the census taker will 
ask so get ready to answer the 
inquiries to be made concerning 
every person, which will be name, 
relationship to head of household, 
race, sex, age, marital status, 
State or country of birth, and cit- 
izenship status. 


Additional questions to be asked 
all aged 14 and over relate to em- 
ployment status and kind of job. 


Then there are “sampling” 
questions to be asked of every 
fifth person in the order that their 
names fall upon the census sched- 
ule. They relate to Place of resi- 
dence a year ago, country of birth 
of father and mother, whether at- 
tending school, and highest grade 
attended. 


For every fifth person aged 14 
and over there are four questions 
on the number of weeks worked 
in 1949, income for 1949, veteran 
Status (male only) and duration 
of employment (if employed). 


Three other inquiries apply to 
every 13th persons aged 14 and 
over, One in 30 neither working 
nor seeking work during the week 
before the census will be asked 
to report on the kind of job last 
held and if employed at any time 
during 1949, 

One in 30 reporting themselves 
as ever having been married will 
be asked if they have been mar- 
ried more than once, and the num- 
ber of years in the present marital 
Status. One in 30 married women 
will be asked how many children 
they have borne.

One Headmaster 
For High Schools 


The school committee in a spec- 
ial meeting Tuesday night with 
all members present voted to elect 
a headmaster who would have 
supervision over the senior and 
junior high schools, instead of 
following the former practice of 
having a principal for each. 

At the same time the board 
elected Charles A. Gregory and 
Benjamin F. Dimlich teaching sub 
masters of the senior and junior 
high schools, respectively. 


The committee also established 
a new salary range of the super- 
intendent of schools at $6500 
minimum and $7500 maximum, 
and voted to establish the salary 
of Supt. Kenneth L. Sherman at 
$7000. as of Apr. 1. The former 
salary range of the superintendent 
was $5500 to $6500, under which 
the present salary is $6300. 

The salary range of the high 
school head master was establish- 
ed at $5500 minimum and $6500 
maximum. It was also voted to 
establish the salaries of the teach- 
ing sub master in the junior and 
senior high schools at $300 a year 
over and above his teaching salary. 


The latter vote makes perman- 
ent a temporary arrangement 
made by the committee last Octo- 
ber when Mr. Gregory was named 
acting principal of the high school 
in the absence of Eugene V. Love- 
ly, and Mr. Dimlich was named 
acting principal of the junior 
high in place of Milton H. Nelson, 
resigned. ; 

As the result of its action in 
voting to put both high 
under one head master the com- 
mittee is now prepared to accept 
applications and interview candi- 
dates for the new position.

Let's suppose that Russia agreed 
to transfer some atomic activities 
to international control, for an 
experimental period.
